Wilmington loses $47,012 


Governor has vetoed 
aid to school bus 
transportation 


Officials of the Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns, 
the Massachusetts Mayors Association, the Massachusetts 
Selectmen's Association, and the Massachusetts Municipal 
Management Association met yesterday with Governor Fran- 
cis W. Sargent in an effort to stop the cutting of $24 millions in 
local aid, from the state supplementary budget. 

The Governor's decision to veto the $24 million for school 
transportation and in-lieu-of-taxes payments to cities and 
towns comes at a time when the state appears to be headed 
towards a surplus of between $40 and $50 million dollars, they 


said. 

‘The four officials who met with 
the governor for an hour and a half 
yesterday included the President 
of the Massachusetts Municipal 

ygement Association, ‘Town 
Manager Sterling Morris of 
Wilmington, Their concern was 
based on {Me economic impact in 
more than 200 Bay State com- 
munities slated to have received 
funds which had been cut from the 
supplementary budget. 

‘Tewksbury was slated to receive 
$126,110 for school bus transporta- 
tion, and $58,008 in State Property 
(tax) Reimbursement 
Wilmington was slated to receive 
$46,079 in school bus transportation 
reimbursement, and $983 in State 
Property Reimbursement. 

‘The cut in the supplementary 
budget is particularly hard on the 


Town of Tewksbury, in which, It 
seems, the taxpayers are being 
asked to pay the taxes for the State 
Hospital. 

The four officials declared that 
the Governor was, asking local 
taxpayers to pay for a total surplus 
estimated to be in excess of $60 
million at the end of the year. 

‘The state trend, according to the 
four officials, is in direct con- 
tradiction to the federal 
government's policy of 
strengthening local communities, 
through revenue sharing and other 
programs. They asked the Gover- 
nor to reverse this trend, and to 
supply the local communities and 
local taxpayers with much needed 
relief fromever increasing proper- 
ty taxes.

Town Crier subscriptions 
to remain the same 


The price of newsprint (the paper on which a HOME 
newspaper is printed) is supposed to be stabilized at 
$202.50 a ton, on January first. This will be an increase 
in price of 33% in six months. Yet there are publishers 
who are paying a black market price of $400 a ton, and 
there are indications that the ‘stabilized’ price will 
not hold for long. 

‘The price of postage for second class mail 
(magazines and newspapers) has increased 165% in re- 
cent months, and more increases are due. 

‘The Sheiks of Araby and the Shah of Iran, in the past 
week, have played a little game that means the price 
of their fuel oil is to double. 

All of these factors, and others taken together, mean 
that the Town Crier should increase the price of its an- 
nual subscriptions, for 1974. 

It will not. The Town Crier is going to “take a 
chance" that prices will stabilize, Subscription rates 
are going to remain the same - with one exception - 
that of subscriptions for servicemen. 

For many years the Town Crier has given subscrip- 
tions of the boys and girls in the service who are 
members of Subscriber's families for $1 a year. In 
doing so the Town Crier has absorbed the cost. 

But the cost to the Town Crier has more than doubled, 
in recent years. 

Regretfully the Town Crier will have to charge $3 a 
year, for subscriptions going to men and women in the 
service of the United States, for members of the Town 

~ Crier subscriber families. 

For other servicemen, (not members) the cost will 
be $7 a year, the same as other out-of-town subscrip- 
tions - with a $1 discount if paid before February 1, 
1974. ‘

Snowmobiles 


Gone are the days - - 


Gone are the days, in Massachusetts, when a care free snowmobile operator 
could go zipping with abandon across the country, all day and all night. 

Snowmobiles are a lot of fun, but it seems that some laws have been passed by 
the Commonwealth for the purpose of protecting public property - and the snow- 
mobile operator may now find himself in court, paying $100 fines. 

Governor Francis Sargent of Massachusetts, on August 3, 1973, signed a new 
law known as Chapter 573 of the Acts of 1973. This law adds a new section (121A) 

to Chapter 266 of the General Laws, entitled ‘Crimes Against Property.” 

It is now a criminal offense to enter, without right, upon the private land of 
another person with any vehicle having an internal combustion engine or other 
source of mechanical power. This law applies whether or not there are ‘‘No 
‘Tresspassing”’ signs. The penalty, on conviction in court, is a fine of not more 


than $100. 


‘This law protects the land 
owner; farmer or other, against 
unlawful tresspass by 
automobiles, mini-bikes, motor 
scooters and other recreational 
vehicles. On complaint by the 
owner of private land the local 
police are now in a position to 

snowmobile operators, 
even if there were no ‘Np 
‘Tress*assing” signs visible at the 
time of the trespass. pn

This is no longer an “‘escuse.”” The 
operator of a snowmobile or mini- 
bike must have permission to 
operate on the land - in advance 

Some of the high-lites of the new 


law: 


4 The ‘registration number 


assigned to such vehicles by the 
Director of the Division of Marine 
and Recreational Vehicles shall be 
80 displayed so as to read from left 
to right, in characters at least 
three inches high, and in a color 
which will be in clear contrast to 
the background color and clearly 
visible on each side. 

No person may operate a snow- 
mobile or other recreational vehi- 
cle that does not have one or more 
headlights, a rear light, and a 
reflector that conforms to the 
specifications prescribed by the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles. Any 
sled or trailer attached shall have 
a red rear reflector. 

No person may oberate a snow- 
mobile or other recreational vehi- 
cle without a muffler properly at- 
tached and maintained. No person 
shall use a muffler cut-out, by- 
pass, straight pipe or similar 
device on a snow vehicle or recrea- 
tion vehicle. 


No person shall operate a snow 
vehicle within 300 feet of an oc- 
cupied residence without permis- 
sion of the owner or tenant. 

‘The operator of a snow vehicle 
or recreational vehicle when ap- 
proaching a skier, snowshoer or 
other foot traveller, or a 
horseback rider, shall immediate- 
ly slow his vehicle to minimum 
safe operating speed, shall give 
such person the right of way, and 
shall not pass unless it can be done 
with complete safety. The 
operator shall not accelerate his 
vehicle until he is a reasonable dis- 
tance (at least fifty feet)’ from 
such person.
